In the U.S. Consular Court at Shanghai last 
woek, Mr. W. P. Boyd brought an action 
against the Awerican-China Development Co. 
(Hankow-Canton Bailway) to recover the sum 
of gold $500, which plaintiff alleged was due to 
him. ng salury for the month of June. It 
appeared from the evidence that the plaintiff 
was appointed by the Board of Commissioners in 
August 1962 as-seeretary to tho Board. and. 
al-o scorotary to to Engin or-in-Chief at 
a salary of god $500 per month for the 
period of five years. In May the American- 
China Developmont Co, ‘vabled from New York 
{to the Board of Commissionors in Bhanghai 
justracting them to disoharge the plaintiff, and 
ja accordance with this. advice the Commis* 
pioners ceased to pay tho plaintiff any salary 
after May 3Jat. Plfintiff desied tho right of 
tho Board todismieé him. ‘Tho Company took 
up tho position that the Board of Commis- 
sionors oxveeded: their anthority in making 
the appointment, bat the Court held .that 
full power was given by tho Company’ to 
make such an appointment. His Honour in 
his jadgmoenit went on to say that the contract 
with Mr. Boyd provided in pliin terms for what 
reasons it wight be abrogated. None of. these 
Lad boon set up or alleged, but on the contrary 
the testimony of the Acting Agent was that uo 
complaint had been made of the mannor ia 
which Mr, Boyd had performed his duties, Mr. 
Kingsford testified that he thought tho only 
reason , the company dosired Mr. Boyd's 
t seomed 
that the defendant company acknowledged its 
liability under this contract of employment aud 
paid Mr, Boyd his salary thereunder for 22 
months; it alleged no reason but its own will 
for seeking to terminate the contract.

Institute of Public Hoalth on the last day of 
June, seems to have been in oxcsllont form. 
We present here the coucluding third. of his 
excollent address, as it appears in tho Times :— 


THE CONSOLIDATION OF THE EMPIRE. 

For, after all, 1 repeat what I have ssid on 
other occasions, the work of this century, or, at 
all even‘e, of the beginning of the century upon 
whioh wo have entered, is-the consolidation of 
our Epipire. (oud cheers.) . Aud this is one 
branch of the groatest of all subjects; how are 
wo to fulfil the task which Providence has Inid 
upon our shoulders, a greator task than has ever 
been imposed upon any other nation, a task 
which wo are now fulfilling not without success, 
but the greatness, tho increasing groataess of 
which muy woll fill even the buldest of us with 
some anxiety. Where has there evor beev, 
where can thero ever be, such an Empire as 
that for which we are responsibloP Itis not 
the creation of a definite policy steadily pursaed, 
No, it bas been well said that. we havo no policy, 
but that we have somehow or other blandered 
into the. best pisces of the world. (Langhter 
and cheers.) I suppose that in the great design 
of Providence there is reason for this. Onr 
Governments have blundered, onr statesmen 
have drifted, But that does not apply to the 
men whom wo have sent ont from our midst 
who hayo gone from Scotland, Ireland, and 
England intoall parts of the world, who have 
left their bones In foreign countries, ho havo 
given tho best of their lives and vigour to make 
Empire of which we are ao proud. 
(Cheers,) Without communication, without 
organization, they never binndered (loud cheors) : 
the pioneers, the discoverers, and the con- 
querors, they have all dono their part, and in 
exiraordinary emergencies, with a devotion 
above all praise, thay have followad the lines o f 
duty and patriofiam, nnd to them tha country 
ought to be grateful beyond any other, 
(Cheers.) In my oxperience at the Colonial 
Office the most creditable of all the evidences of 
the charactoristics of the British raco which 


| were ever brought to my knowledge havo beon 


the selion over and over again of young mon, 
-toldiers und civiliaus, who, suddouly brought 
face to face with grost emergencies, have risen 
tothe occasion to dofend tho honour of the 
Britich flog and the British name. I wish 
sometimes that il wore possible by some surt of 
telepathic machinery to-bring before such an 
audience as thiso picture of what tho British 
Empire is doing: at any momeul, At this hour 
at which we are speaking, if we could by somo 
series of pictures and iua concrete form show 
you what is going om -in all those countries 


beyond the seas, whot a testimony it would be 


to tho still rurviving virtues of tho race! 
(Cheers.) 


’ THE LESSON OF WARS. 


There you would find ns at war, struggling 
ia contests each ono of which stands by itself, 
bas its special conditions, its unique peculiari- 
tirs ; you would find English officrrs, almost 
boys from school, leuding native troopa, who 


‘show jo them that devotion which they must 


have deserved, leading them successfully to 
victory under (very conceivalle cireamstanes, 
We ore alwaya at war. The gates of the 
Temple of Janus are never closed in the British 
Empire. War is bad, wa all hate it; but 
remember it bos its compensations; remember 
that all these wars which area necessity of 
Empire and whieh yon must expect in tho 
future of you have had them in the post, 
althongh we mny hopo they will become lras 
freqnent os time goes on, remembor that these 
wars gave more lives than thoy ecst. (Cheors,) 
What do you seein Indio, for instance, where 
since the Pox Britannica was cetablished at 
grcat cout of British life, the population has 
enormously increased and the cruntry bas pro- 
gressed in everything which makeas nation # 
Soin Africe. I remember my friond the late 
Sir Henry Stanley telling mo that he had mado 
a calculation s few years do that tho loss of life 
in Soath Africa wes not lege than 2,000,000 s 
year owing {o inter-tribal war and tho slave 
raids fo which the country has been for 
centuries a prey. And wherever wo go, 
wherever the British rule is established after, 
it may bo, the loss of somo liv es which some of 
our phi'antbropicis so excessively deplore, lives, 
indeod, of Evglishmen as well as natives given 
fors great ideal, after these wors peace is 
established and every man under tle British 
flag.cun conut with certainty upon socurity 
for his lifo and his property and can goon 
progressing to the utmest of which he is 
capable. (Cheers) ~

It.is assumed by the Presa that these officers

THE WRECK OF THE “ MARARAJAH.” 


At the Marine Court of ‘Inquiry held at 
the British Consulate-General, Yokvhama, to 
inquire into the circumstances attonding the 
wreck of the steamer Mahorajuh, Mr. J.C.| 
Hall, 1.3.0., H.B.M.’s Consul-Genoral, presided, 
and had as associates Captain Campbell, of the 
Moyune, und Captain Grahan, of the Ocampo: 
The-Court gave as its opinion that the cause of, 
the stranding was principally due to an ubnormal 
current setting to N.N.E., cutching the ship on 
the port bow and setting her astern towards the 
land. The courses atecred and the distances run 
seemed. to have been correct up fo 10.30 ‘pn. 
when the change was meade from south to 
west. Considering that Vries Taland had not 
been seen, nor Rock Island light sighted, the 
Court was of opinion that the master was in 
error in altering his course to westward 80 soon, 
and for this he was reprimanded” The Court 
commended the conduct of Robert Charles, 
second engineor, in obtaining communication 
with the shoro at the risk of his life after the 
stranding of the vessel. The other officers 
were allexempted from blame. The expenses 
of the Court: were’ ordered to be paid by the 
Master.

Wher highly magnified, the images of objects 
Mnder a microscope reach the eye in a pencil of 
light so small that itis liable tobe blurred by 
flofects of the.eye-tens or floating particles in 
the vitreous lLumonr of the eye. In an instrament 
lately shown the London Royal Society, W. J. 
Gordon has overcome the difficulty by.the use 
of a second microscope with o 4-inch object- 
glass, giving o. further magnification of 100 
diameters, the pencil of light being expanded 
by an oscillating ground-glass screen so as to fill 
the xperture of this second microscope, —With- 
this instrument o diatom magnified 10,000 
dinmeters was shown wonderfully well defined 
and free from blurr, To give an-ides-of this 
power, it is stated that the samo magnification 
would cause the eye'of a house-fly to cover an 
area of 312 square feot. :

Five 
appeals to the Almighty, ‘T'wo invocations that 
his own eyesight might bo destroyed. Three 
invocations upon the eyes of the referred ofloial. 
Soven itorations of the numo of the infernal 
regions. One sido issue, necessitating the name 
of the Messiah. Seventeon adjectives of simple 
obscenity. Four explotives of an unclasaitiod 
nature. An Fast End clergyman who has lived 
much among working men guye itus his opinion 
that the reason why working men so often 
made use of “strong” language is “ the natural 
and laudable desire of the speaker to impart a 
vigorous and picturesyue touch to his narrative. 
Tho habitual wser of bad Innguage,” anid he. 
“ig not necessarily a depraved person. The ure, 
for instance, of sixty exprossions of a lurid ty) 
indicates no moral-delinquency, but simply the 
yearning of tho man who uttered them for an 
emphatic sty'e of diction. Tho probability is 
that both Carlyle and Mr. Kipling would have 
heen habitual users of very bud language but for 
the saving’ grace of education, Carlyle * dredged 
the dictionary’. for adjectives -to express his 
meaning, aud Mr. Kipling invents 4 word when 
he wants to strike you ‘with the weight of a 
six-fold blow.’ And where he can uso Hin- 
dustani and call somebody ‘a pukka hero’ the 
British working man has to fall back on the 
adjective of lurid typo. The working man 
nover leurns a tithe of the oxpressive adjectives 
and adverbs that nbound in the language, But 
hid soul hankers after something more virile’ 
thon ‘very’ and ‘extremoly,’and in his meri- 
torions but unlearned endeavour to be pictu- 
resquo he fulls into the error of profanity. ‘Teach 
tho working man his own language in the 
board xchools, and ‘bad’ language will dis- 
appear.” This argument applies also to the nse 
of words like “ awfully nice,” &c.
